As September 1 approaches, there seems to be different opinions
cancerning the application of HB 2179. The Jefferson County Assistant
Diastrict Attorney, Tom Rugg has rendered.an opinion to the new Jefferaon
County Fngineer., Roy Rodriquez, stating that work by the day exemptions grantet
before September 1, are prior contracts which will not be subject to the
limitations of HB 2179. (See Attached)

It is our opinion that work by the day is hy definition limited to work performed
each day. Thus, work that begins September 1 is a contract for that day only and
must be contractad and billed for each day as nesded.

The provisions found in HB 2179 limit such work to 20 calendar days in anv %0
day period. Therefore, it is our opinion that effertive September 1 any exemption
granted for work by the day that exceeds an acpumlated 20 days in any 20 day
period violates the law. We do not think uhe9§§2E2£Eﬁ§ granted by Jefferson
County Commissioners Court, August 11, constitute a prior contract valid for
one year and exempt from HB 2179. (See Attached)
